Fred Kahn, who was foully murdered Tues- 
day night on his farm near East Carondelet 
by his wife, Anna Kahn, and her paramour, 
George Central, the farm hand, was 
buried to-day at Palmer Hill, a 
country cemetery in the northern part 
of Randolph County. Mrs. Kahn and Central 
are now in jall at Belleville. At the inquest 
held dy Coroner Campbell of St. Olair 
County they were held responsible 
for the death of Kahn. Sheriff 
Langley took them to Belleville last 
night by way of East St. Louls, where they 
were held long enough to be photographed 
and interrogated. Sheriff Langley and Chief 
of Police Walsh closely examined the woman 
and had her statement taken bya short- 
hand reporter for future use as evidence. 
Central’s statement was not taken in writ- 
ing, ag there appeared to be no doubt of his 
guilt, but the woman was cross-examined 
for the purpose of bringing out details 
which might fade from memory later, and 
would probably be of importance in estab- 
lishing her connection with the crime, as 
well asin showing with exactness the part 
she took in it.

The Britannia won in the yacht race, 
defeating the Vigilant. 


Cowes, Isle of Wight, Aug. 9.—Vigilant and 
Britannia started this morning in the race 
for the town prize for £100, presentea by the 
inhabitants of the town of Cowes. Britan- 
nia got slightly the best of the start and was 
ahead when rounding the frst mark. It ie a 
cloudy morning witha stifMsh breeze biow- 
ing. 

The yachting enthusiasts of Cowes and Its 
neighborhood were astir at an early hour to- 
day and when they glanced to windward and 
saw prospects of freshening in the stimsh 
westerly breeze which was then blowing 


they went to breakfast with considerable 
satisfaction, asticipating a splendid day’s 
racing on this, the third day of the regatta 
ofthe Royal Yacht Squadron. 

Interest in the Vigilant increases rather 
than diminisbes. er victories over the 
slippery cutter Britannia have caused in- 
tense feeling in England and great excite- 
ment among yachtsmen here. Oonsequently 
the yacht feet, gay with bunting, was 
crowded with yaehtsmen, yachtswomen and 
their guests, allanxious to witness another

POLICE FINALLY SUCCEED IN DISPERS- 
ING THE FURIOUS PEOPLE. 


The South Side ef the City the Seat ef 
War—Mass-Meetings Held to Protest 
Against the Actien of the Authorities 
_ The Health Department Deneunced 
—Clash Between State and Mdnictpal 
Gevernments. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 9.—The rebellion 
against the enforcement of the sanitary law 
Dearing on small-pox cases has assumed 
Slarming proportions in this city. The seat 
ofwaristhe South Side and particularly in 
the Eleventh Ward, where the isola- 
tion hospital is located. The police authori- 
ties, health officials and several. al- 
Germen were busy last night holding confer - 
ences and attempting to formulate some 
Plan whereby the laws might be properly 
enforced. There was great uneasiness man- 
ifested and one of the city officers said that 
the situation was more serious than the 
majority of people imagined. 

Assured of police protection, the Health 
Department van, with a crew of six health 
officers, proceeded tothe house of Fred J. 
Butler, at 786 Muskegon avenue, where a 
child was suffering from the disease. The 

appearance of the van was the signal for the 
sounding of the alarm, and inside of ten 
minutes there was a mob of fully 2,000 people 
on the scene. There were loud cries and 
Whreats against the Health Department 
officers and a few stones were thrown.

Five Men Lost in the Sinking of the 
Bark James Allen, 


A BOAT FILLED WITH FIFTERN MER 
HOT YET HEARD FROM. 


Capt. Hyntley’s Provisions Very Low— 
Thirteen Men Thrown Intothe Sea— 
Living on Unwak Island bry Gathering 
Fhellfish—A Pot Full of Human Flesh. 


Bos rox, Aug. 9.—The whaling bark James 
Allen of New Bedford, which salled from san 
Francisco April 4, 1894, for the Arctic ocean 
on a whaling cruise, ran on an unknown 
reef May 15 and sank. Five men were lost. 
Capt. Huntley ana twenty-five men got in 
two boats and fifteen men in another; The 
boat in which the fifteen men were got sepa- 
rated from the other boat and the meg have 
not been heard from since. 

Capt. Huntley's two boats started for 
Ounalaska, which was 120 miles distant. 
Their provisions were very low. Capt. Hunt- 
ley telis this story: 

THE CAPTAIN’S STORY. 

My boat capsized May 2, and the crew 
and myself, thirteen men, were thrown into 
the sea. Theother boat came quickly, but 
too late tosave John White, William Fits- 
gerald, George Loy and Frank Murphy. May 
21 we landed at Unwak Island, living-there 
by gathering shell-fish and catching cod. We 


made hooks of wire. Between May 21 and 
June 5 six men died of exposure. They were 
William Dory, Joseph Pena, Sam Mas- 
terson, Austin ideon Henry Tay - 
lor and Pat Connelly. June 5 
I selected a crew of five men, provisioned 
our boat with a fresh baul of cod fish ana 
several gallons of fresh water, and reached 
Ounalaska June 12. 1 reported to the Bear 
and Capt. Healy took us back to the island, 

where we found our men just able to crawi 
about. 

A POT FULL OF HUMAN FLESH. 

Here the captain paused and passed his 
hand across his forehead. Then he con- 
tinued: ‘‘This part of the story I would 
rather not relate, for I found them in a hut, 
gg about a pot that was boiling over a 
fire ‘hat pot contained human flesh. 

The experience of the men on Unwak Island 
is thus described by William Andrews, one 
of the survivors: ‘‘After ihe Captain left 
for Ounalaske we had but two fish hooks left.

FORMAL RECOGNITION OF THE NEWLY 
CREATED GOVERNMENT. 


Mailed aud Forwarded to Honolulu—The 


Action of Minister Willis Approved. 


by the Administration— The Preset 
dent e Letter May Be Made Public 
Soon. 


WasHInotow, D. C., Aug. 9.—A letter of 
congratulation and greeting from President 
Cleveland inthe name ot the United 
ison the way from Washington to President 
Dole of the Hawatlan Republic. The recog- 
nition of the new republic was finally de- 
cided upon this week, and the 
message was framed and mailed on 
yesterday through the regular channels. 
Although the customary secrecy which 
attends diplomatic matters has surrounded 
the relations of the Unired States with the 
Hawatian Republic since that country as- 
sumed its new form of government, it 1s 
learned on the best authority that there has 
never been any doubt of President Cleve- 
land’s course in the matter and of his re- 
cognition of the new Government of Hawalil 
as a Ge facto government. A few days ago 


a letter was received from President Dole 
conveying the formal announcement of the 
proclamation of the Republicand the inau- 
guration of the new government. This letter 
was laid before the Cadinet and has been 
under consideration while the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs was debating 
whether it should report a resolution for 
recognition, 

Witb the letter of greeting to President 
Dole, which, of course, passes through the 
hands of Minister W inis. was sent a letter to 
Minister Willis ratifying his action in pro- 
visionally extending the usual recognition to 
the Republic, 

Mr. Frank P. Hastings who, in the absence 
of Minister Thurston, Is Charge GQ’ Affairs at 
the Hawalian legution here, has had an in- 
terview with Secretary Gresham, and was 
told that be had been formally rec» zed as 
the representative of the new Government. 

Chairman McCreary of the House Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs says that it is not cus- 
tomary to give publicity to diplomatic cor- 
respondence until u has reached its destina- 
tion. Consequentiy the letterto President 
Dole will not be made public until sufficient 
time has passed for its reception, when a 
copy will be forwarded to Congress with a 
copy of the message received from him. This 
is the usual course of diplomatic preceedinss, 
but the fact that the existence uf the corre- 
spondence bas become known may induce 
the President to make it public. There isa 

arallel between Brazil and Hawall on these 
fa test developments. Soon after Brazil had 
changed to a Republican form of govern- 
ment a resolution was introduced in tte 
House by r. McCreary, now Chairman of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee, for recogni- 
tion, the Democrats thinking that President 
Harrison delayed action unreasonably.

Surely this sort of legislation is not 
Democratic, Yet we are told that it will be 
made the law of the land by Democratic 
votes in Congress, the Republicans voting 
against it. 

The country may be tired of the business 
delay and disturbance inseparable from 
tariff tinkering; but it wil never become 
reconciled to the payment of this tribute 
tothe Sugar Trust. It will not remain 
content under an enormous tax on one of 
the necessaries of life paid mostly by the 
poor, when that tax can be easily shifted 
to luxuries and surplus incomes. 

The creators of the Republican party in 
1857 elimninated the tariff question from 
politics and. developed the victorious 
strength exhibited in 1860, by making the 
low tariff of 1846 still lower and thus steal- 
ing from the Democrats the great popular- 
ity of that tariff. 

By passing a bill reducing the McKinley 
tariff, but containing an unpopular sugar 
tax and several other indefensible pro- 
tective taxes, the Democrats are giving 
the Republicans another splendid oppor- 
tunity, a better one than that by which 
they got the upper hand of the Democrats

ANTI-ANARCHIST LAWS. 

The clause in the Russian treaty which 
enables the Czar to. demand of us all 
refugees who have opposed his tyranny, 
aroused a profound sentiment of opposition 
in the minds of Americans, who regarded 
it as an infringement of the right of asy- 
lum. But we are in danger of placing « 
far more powerful weapon of oppression in 
the hand of Old World despots, and of 
turning a dangerous engine of tyranny 
against ourselves, by adopting special laws 
for the repression of anarchism that de- 
stroy the rights of free speech and asylum. 

The murderous Anarchist, who is willing 
to overthrow all law and government by 
assassination and destruction, is an enemy 
of society, but the only safe methcd of de- 
termining that he is such an enemy is 
through the overt act or the 
proved conspiracy to murder and 
destroy. The werd Anarchict is 
widely applied according te the standpoint 
ofthe accuser. Every Russian who pro- 
teste against the Czar’s despotism isan 
Anarchist. From this standard the ap- 
plication varies until we find the name 
applied by organs of plutocracy to men 
who defend the plainest rights of men to 
justice, liberty and property or who advo- 
cate reforms in government. 

Many persons who are persecuted as An- 
archists and revolutionists under despot- 
isms would show the highest qualities of 
patriotism and useful citizenship in 4 free 
government, It is only men of high quali- 
ties who refuse to submit to despotism. 

Laws directed against opinion are 
always possible engines of tyranny and in- 
justice. Special suppressive laws which 
trench upon popular rights may easily be 
turned into oppressive laws. It has not 
been shown that we need more law to pun- 
ish the crimes of Anarchists, and we 
should be very careful about making laws 
to punish as crime amere belief in foolish 
or even mischievous doctrines before these 
have involved the believer in some crim- 
inal act.

FOR STATE TAXATION. 


The Bill te Subject National Bank Notes 
and Treasury Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 9.—The only 
fnancial legisiation accomplished by this 
Congress, except the repeal of the purchas- 
ing Clause of the sherman actandthe pas- 
sage of the seigniorage bill, which received 
the Presidential veto, is the bill to subject to 
State taxtion national bank notes and Un- 
teu States treasury notes, which passed the 
House Tuesday with Senate amendments. 

Attempts have been made in nearly every 


Congress since the war to subject these 
forms of money to taxation. 

The bill provides that circulating notes of 
national banking associations and United 
States legal tender notes and other notes and 
certificates Of the United States paya- 
ble on demand ad cireulation or intended to 
circulate as cugrency shall not de exempt 
from taxation under the laws of any State or 
Territory, provided that taxation is exer- 
cised atthe same rate and in the same man- 
her as upon other property or money. 

The three acts authorizing the issuance of 
greenbacks eoch put in circulation $150,000,- 
000, Dut the total amount was afterwards re- 
duced to $345,000,000—a figure that nas ro- 
mained permanent, although much of the 
money has been lost or destroyed. Each 
issuing act declared the greenbacks exempt 
from taxation by State or municipal author- 
ities, as well as allother obligations of the 
United States, and under this law are the 
Sherman notes 
of bullion on te 
were issued under the act of 1890, 
There are, ia round numbers, $150,000,000 of 
United States notes exempt from taxation. 
Against the Dill it was ergued that it was an 
infringement upon the sovereignty of the 
general Government to permit State and 
municipal authorities to tax its monetary 
issues, but on the other hand it was pointed 
out thatthe States were not permitted to 
discriminate against any forms of money 
and that those greenbacis should be placed 
on the same basis as gold and silver.

Nutshell History of the Pen. 

The first pens were made of bronze, steel 
and tron sharp pointed likea Dodkin. These 
were used in producing hieroglyphics on 
stone in Assyria and other Eastern countries. 
Then came the camel’s hair pencil for paint - 
ing on the skins of animals, and mext the 
stylus of bone, Ivory or metal. But rch- 
mentand papyrus became known, and the 
reed pen was invented. Time rolled on, and 
it was discovered that the quill was better 
than the reed, and it came into universal 
use, and continued so until far into the pres- 
ent century. Silver, horn, tortoise-shell and 
glass came aloug only to give way to steel, 
Until in 1820a grossof the latter pens was 
made in Birmingham, and sold at wholesale 
for $36.

New Method of Gold Extraction.

Cenmgressman Boutelle’s Opinion 
Cleveland’s Hawatian Pelicy. 


Was OTO. D. O., Aug. 8.—In the House 
to-day Mr. Boutelle (Rep. Me.) speaking toa 
question of personal privilege denied a pub- 
lished imputation that he had introduced for 
political purposes resolutions recognizing 
the new Hawalian Republic. 

Referring to the President's recognition of 
the Republic, he was describing how Mr. 
Gresham had sneaked up to the Capitol 
esterday to inform Chairman McOreary of 
the Administration’s purpose, when he was 
called to order by Mr. Outhwaite (Dem.) and 
warned by the Speaker. Mr. Boutelle de- 
nounced the conduct of the Administration 
in the Hawallan affair as peanut politics.’’ 
He asked the House to repudiate the whole 
turbulent and malodorous affair and to ex- 
press to the new republic its cordial con- 
gratulations. 

The Speaker here decided that Mr. Boutelle 
had gone outside the question of persofial 
privilege, and ashe wouid nct desist he or- 
dered him to take his seat. 

Chairman McCreary of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee tried to reply to Mr. Boutelle, 
but a point of order was raised by Mur. Fith- 
ian (Dem.) of Illinois and sustained by the 
Speaker.

One 
pair of mathematical speculators, arguing 
on certain convenient assumptions, arrived 
at the conclusion that the power of Niagara 
Falls can be transmitted to a radius of 200 
miles cheaper than it can be produced at any 
point within that range by steam engines. 
Nemt comes a learned doctor who disputes 
the others’ assumptions, invents his own, 
and concludes that the economical distance 
depends on several coefficients, but is sever 
so great as 700 miles. Several other 
writers take up the theme, arriving at vari- 
ous conciusions.

Melon-growing in ge “1 Missouri is becoming 
one of the industries of the Stete. The maxgaitaus 
of the business is unknowa to even many of those ia 
the trade, but ean be best determined by a record of 
the number of cars shipped. Th melon region 
which embraces portions of Seott, Mississippi and 
Dunklin Counties, shipped last year, it is said, 
something over 3.500 cars melons. The acreage 
and ¢rop is larger this year—possibly 4.000 cars— 
although some parties place the amount at a greater 
number, The ieading shipping voluts ere Morley, 
Blodgett , Diehistadt and NMaiden—all on the Iron 
Moantain road. There are also six or eight smaller 
shipping points intervening that ship a number of 
cars during the season. Morley, Biodgett and Viehl- 
stadt claimeda few weeks azo that their shipments 
would aggregate 3,000 ears. However, the pre- 
longed dreught reduced this estimate by several 
hundred cars—many ofthe melons being * small 
to risk shipeing them. Maiden, the most Southersa 
and earliest skipping poiat, claims ever 500 cars for 
this year’s output. However, the early breaking 
dowa ofthe markets here and é¢isewhere will re- 
duce the estimated shipments at ali poiyts. 

The latenes« of the season—ten days later than 
usual—shorteniog their shipping season to that ex- 
tent, was an unieoked for misfortune. They came 
in competition with home markets everywhere 
much sooner than common. Already indiana, 
Southern Unio and even at Muséatine, Io. , heme- 
grown meions have appeared, shutting out the Mis- 
eouri shipments. 

A talk with the leading receivers and dealers 
shows that the business ceveraily of the loading and 
shipping pointe is so badly conducted that the meth- 
ods in vogue down there redouad to the injury of 
the producers. Growers sud speculators ana store- 
keepers coWa there must understand whena man 
here or in any other market wishes to buy acar of 
meloas he inrariably propounds tree queetrone be- 
fere investing. How many melons in the car? 
What's the average weight? Are they allripé? In 
notasingleinstanes can these questions be truth- 
fully answered by the perties here to whom these 
melous are consigned. ihaus it is practioaliy im- 
possible to make a trade that stiek or that leaves no 
grounds for a Riek later on, espesiaily when the 
purchasers are not on the spot. 

Woen the producers let the melons get ripe be- 
fore shipping— weigh at lest one load en the 
ales and keep areeord of the number loaded ins 
car and then mall this invoice to his cemmission 
merchant—he will be in & position to get eut of 
melon-growingallthe profits it is eapable of yield- 
ing. The method pursued at present can’t be too 
severely condemned, the merehants everywhere 
Geciare. In neariy every instence it seems the cars 
are desconed to an unpardonable extent, con- 
ceallng a jot of small green meloas in the body of 
the ear, the largest aud beet piaced ontop. This 
practice has led the merchaats here who sell and 
consign to their patrons throughout the country 
Into endless disputes and serious losses. Asa result 
melons here are nat bringing much over helf what 
they would bring if honestly packed and the green

In one of his pockets was found an instru- 
ment used in opening safes, and it is de- 
hneved he was planning a robbery when ar- 
rested. 
At the time of his escape from prison he 
was serving the nineteenth month of a 
twenty-one year sentence on the charge of 
forgery. His conviction was secured only 
after along legal battle with Federal ang 
bank officiais. The offense in itself was pe- 
cultar. Letter-boxes in St. Louis were robbed 
and drafts stolen from the letters taken. 
Some of the drafts were raised and cashed. 
Others were blank, and these were filled in 
and signed. One of the papers so made out 
was drawn on and cashed for $300 by the 
People's State Bank of Denver. Stratton was 
arrested in St. Louis, but released on the 
charge of robbing the mails. He was then 
taken to Denver, where the twenty-one-year 
sentence was given him, 

In discussing his trial and escape, Stratton
